cubic inches of 

wet concrete 
poured through the ceil- 
ing of the Milo Bail 
Student Center Thursday 
morning.

As Hotz Concrete 
Company poured the 
concrete, the ceiling 
gave way, allowing con- 
crete to pour into the 
Fireplace Lounge in the | 
student center.  * 

A hidden air duct is 
the probable cause of 
the accident, Guy 
Conway, director of the 


’ student center, said 


Thursday morning. The 
air duct filled with con- 
crete and weakened the 
ceiling of the Fireplace 
lounge. 

A handful of student 
were seated in the 
lounge when the mishap 
occurred. 

BJ Bornhoft, a 
sophomore construction 
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engineering technology 
major, was seated below 
where the ceiling fell. 
“T was sitting in the 
lounge when 1 heard a 
cracking noise. 1 then 
thought to myself, ‘is 
the ceiling going to 
break through?’,” 
Barnhoft said. 
Following the 
mishap, Bornhoft was 
taken to Student Health 
Services (SHS) to be 
checked out. Bornhoft 
was given the OK by 


SHS, officials said. 


“Bornhoft’s sweat- 
shirt, book bag, books, a 
notebook and papers 
were covered with con- 
crete. 

Conway provided 
Bornhoft with a new 
book bag and notebook 
from the UNO 
Bookstore. 

Bornhoft was waiting 
to go to his 11:30 a.m. 
Introduction to 
Construction class, and 
still planned on going to 
class following the 
mishap. 


“We didn’t know the 
air duct was there,” said 
Todd Conklin, a pump 
operator for Hotz 
Concrete Company. 

Cost for Thursday's 
mishap could not be 
estimated nor could the 
handling of its payment, 
Jim Weich, assistant 
director of the student 
center, said. 

In addition to stu- 
dents being present in 
the lounge, members of 
UNO Television were 
setting up to tape the 
weekly “Carol Schrader 
Show.” 

UNO Television’s 
production coordinator 
Cec Barton said some of 
their cameras needed to 
be cleaned off, but at the 
time, no major equip- 
ment damage could be 
assessed. 

“A few extension 
cords may need to be 
replaced, but our main 
concern is for the safety 
of those students who 
were seated in the 
(lounge),” Barton said. 
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ome students will be living away 

from home for the first time.

Wednesday at a banquet honor- 
ing the life and accomplishments 
of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Attendees included James 
Conyers, Ph.D., chair of the 
black studies department, 
Chancellor Nancy Belck, Student 
Presidenv/Regent Jon Shradar and 
several other UNO leaders. 

“Continuing the Legacy, 
Believing in the Dream” was the 
theme of the banquet, which was 
organized by Darrell Peterson, 
multicultural programs and orga- 
nizations advisor. 

The keynote speaker was Alan 
Black, a minority recruiter and 
advisor in the college of educa- 
tion. His speech was preceded 
by a welcome ceremony by 
Peterson, an invocation by Teresa 
Monaghen from Catholic campus 
ministries, a presentation of com- 
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memoration by Melissa Sanchez 
from multicultural student sup- 
port services and a musical 
selection performed by graduate 
student Anthony R. Turner and 
senior Brenetta Coleman from 
the college of education. 

Black reflected not only on 
the speeches and accomplish- 
ments of King, but also how he 
was chosen as a leader for “civil 
and religious battles.” 

“I am sure that (King) must 
have reflected on his current 
roles saying, ‘I have a church, a 
family.
